WOULD BE DIRECTED TO VARIOUS NATIONAL PILOT COORDINATORS 
LISTED IN REFTEL STATE 51224, EXCEPT PORTUGAL, 

LUXEMBOURG AND FRG- WHICH HAVE ALREADY INDICATED THEY 
WILL NOT PARTICIPATE. USG CAN ISSUE AGREED INVITATION

RESPONSIBILITY AND ALL EXPENSES FOR MANAGING AND 
ADMINISTERING PROJECT AND PUBLISHING REPORTS. HOWEVER, 

AT INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCES ARISING OUT OF PILOT 
STUDY HOSTED BY OTHER COUNTRIES, HOST COUNTRY IS
